AKTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

The  name  of  this  AMOciation  ahall  be  "North 
Paciflo  AaaoclatloB  of  Amateur  Oaramea." 


ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the 
advancement  and  improvement  of  rowing  among: 
amateurs,  and  is  now  composed  of  the  Portland 
Rowing  Club,  the  Vancouver  Rowing  Club,  the 
James  Bay  Athletic  Association,  the  Seattle 
Athletic  Club,  and  such  other  Cluba  aa  irikall  fe« 
elected  as  hereinafter  provided. 


ARTICLE  in. 

DKFINma  AN  AMATKUB. 

Thto  Aaaoetatlott  d^aaa  mn  Amataor  to  be 
one  who  doM  not  eompata  for  atakea,  admiaaton 
money,  entraaoe  tee,  or  other  pecuniary  benallt: 
who  haa  nevar  competed  with  or  acalnat  a  pro- 
fowloaal  of  any  claaa  for  a  prtsa:  Mver  enlaced 
tn  athletlea  ta  any  way  aa  a  maaaa  of  llTelihood; 
who  haa  never  been  employed  in  any  occupation 
involving  the  uae  of  the  oar  or  paddle,  who 
recetvea  no  paeualary  benefit  from  his  rowing 
eonaectloB,  aad  whose  membership  of  any  rowing 
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or  athletic  club  was  not  brought  about,  or  does 
not  continue,  because  of  any  mutual  agreement 
or  understanding  expressed  or  implied,  whereby 
his  becoming  or  continuing  a  member  of  such 
club  would  be  of  any  pecuntwrjr  b«B«flt  to  htm 
whatever,  direct  or  indirect. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

MKMUEUIHIP. 

Section  1.  The  representative  body  of  thto 
Association  shall  be  composed  of  two  t^elegatM 
from  each  Club,  with  alternates,  assembleoi  in  an
